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marriages were among parties where one was native-born and the other 
foreign-born. 

There were 19,238 deaths returned to this Department for the year ISSl. 
Of the fifteen principal canses of deaths, shown on page 247, diphtheria 
stands first in order, 2,063 deaths being returned from this disease alone^a 
larger number than ever before reported in Michigan. The same number of 
deaths from diphtheria occurred among both males and females. 

On page 160 it will be seen that there is a decided reduction in the mortal- 
ity-rate in each of the five general classes as compared with the average for 
ten years ending with 1880^ with the single exception of the zymotic class, 
which shows an increase of eight per cent. The most important decline, a& 
compared with the average for the ten years, is in the constitutional class, the 
ratio in 1881 being 14. 21^ while for the average of ten years it is 17.22 per 
oent. of the deaths from all causes. A diminution in almost the same degree- 
marked the number and per cent, of mortality from diseases called locaL 
Deaths by violence were nearly the same, in number and in proportion, in 1881 
as in the average. The various diseases which compose each class may be 
seen in table XVI., page 104. 

This volume of vital statistics adds one more to the list already published ia 
this State, and is presented to the people of Michigan with the sincere wish 
that it may prove of interest and value.

In the following exhibit are presented many important relations between thi 
births, marriages, and deaths to the population of the State. Any study o 
the abstract nnmbers of births, marriages, and deaths, would be very unsatifl 
factory, which did not include some statistics of the population where thos 
erents took place. The census returns of 1880 are used in making the calcu 
lation^ for the year 1881, and the increase in the population must be takei 
into consideration when the obserrations are compared with those of the pre 
Tious year. In making this allowance it should be borne in mind that th 
computations are made on the same basis of population. The average annua 
rate of increase in the population between the years 1870 and 1880 was 3.29 
per cent. This is undoubtedly a near approach to the rate for the presen 
year, and this being true, the estimated population of Michigan for the yea 
1881 is 1,690,809, an increase of 53,872 over the actual population in 1880. 
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The namber of births aud deaths that were returned to the State Departr 
meiit, as having occurred out of Michigan, may bo seen in Exhibit £. The 
births, as compared with those of 1880, are less by 111, \Thile the deaths are 
more by 57 than those reported in 1880. The large majority of these births 
and deaths are undoubtedly from families which moved into the State after 
the births and deaths occurred and were taken by the supervisors in their 
enumeration.

BIRTHS, 1881. 



AcoordiDg to the rctnrns made to the State Department by the connty clerks, 
the number of children born in the State of Michigan during the year 1881, 
was 34,749. This is 574 less than the number recorded for 1880, and 413 less 
than the number recorded for 1878. With these two exceptions the number is 
larger than was returned for any of the previons years. This number does not 
represent accurately the births which occarred in the State during the year, 
because of the defective system of registration which admits of many evasions 
and errors. For example, the birth-retarns are obtained by the supervisors in 
a house to house visitation, made annually, and many months after the births 
occur; thus the omissions and discrepancies probable from such methods 
hardly need be mentioned. In order to offset this deficiency and obtain as 
nearly as possible the actual number of births, a system of correction has been 
adopted in previous reports, and the same plan has been used in this volume. 
This method of correction will be found fully explained in previous reports.

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STILL-BIRTHS. 1881. 

There were six hundred and ninety-one (691) still-born children reported for 
the year 1881^ — a smaller number than has been returned for any year since 
1S7G. 378 were males, 270 were females, and of 43 the sex was not reported. 
The per cent, of still-births to living births in 1881 was 1.99, or one still-born 
to every 49 born alive. 

According to the evidence in Exhibit 7 a larger proportion of the still-births 
is born from foreign-born mothers than from native-born mothers. 

The proportion of still-births among the white is much smaller than among 
those of the black and mulatto.

MAKRIAGES, 1881 



The whole number of marriages whose retarns were received at the State 
Department in 1881 was 14,847. In 1880 the number was 14,660. The mar- 
riage-rate in 1880, the number of marriages to every thousand of the popula- 
tion^ was 8.62, or one marriage to every 116 persons in the State. The 
estimated population of the State for the year 1881 is 1^690,809; now leaving 
out the population of Isle Royal county, from which no returns of marriages 
were received for 1881, we have 1,690,752 as the estimated inhabitants of the 
State represented by the returns of marriages. In 1881, therefore, there was 
one marriage to every 114 persons in the State, and the number of fnarriages 
to every thousand of the population was 8.77. It is not probable thac the 
returns of marriages for 1881 are complete; but the error in this respect is 
hardly greater in this year than in the previous years. Judging from the past, 
the returns for subsequent years will doubtless increase the number solemnized 
in 1881 by more than a thousand marriages. 

The total number of marriages, and the average number for each of certain 
specified periods of time are as follows : 

Total number of marriages 14,847.00 

Average number per quarter 8,711.75 

Average number per month 1,237.25 

Average numberper week 285.52 

Average number per day 40.68 

As usual, the largest number of marriages occurred in the latter half of the 
year 1881 ; the largest number in any one quarter being 4,471 in the fourth 
quarter; the smallest quarterly total being 3,368 in the second quarter. The 
marriages in Table I. are corrected for additional returns up to May 11, 1883, 
that being the time of making the compilation for 1881.

COLOR OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

Tables IV. and V. contain some important data in regard to the number of 
marriages among the different races in Michigan. It will be seen that over 98 
per cent, of all persons returned as having been married in Michigan in 1881 
were white persons. The greatest marriage-rate is also among the Whites and 
the smallest among the Indians. 

Table V. shows the facts concerning the color of persons married in 1881 
in each of the counties of the State.

WM i\>X^\ baing d,I-i6 more than was returned for any previous year. The 
piipul.itkMi. aooording to the United States Census of 1880, represented by 
Clio ruliu'ui of deaths was 1,621,927, and the ratio of deaths to population 
W44 11.^ to 1,000. 

Although the number of deaths returned would be greater with an increase 
lu thu huniber of inhabitants, it is probable that the registration for the 
Yuar 1881 is nearer correct than any preceding year. 

() »nt)otod for omissions, the number of deaths occurring in 1881 isestimated 
ut 27,387, and the death-rate IG.O to 1,000 inhabitants. Even this ratio 
luaia a suspicion of being somewhat less than the probable true ratio, and 
toaohoa us that, with our present system of registration, the greatest possible 
vahtu to be derived from the data collected must pertain, not to the study of 
Viitio uf deaths to population, but to that of causes of deaths to each other, 
i)f births to deaths, the numbers being sufficiently great to make such stndy 
protltublo. Also the relation of deaths, especially where the .number returned 
in considerable, to meteorological conditions, to seasons, and to the social 
(ih'cumstances of communities. 

The average numbar of deaths for certain specified periods of time, as 
returned and as corrected for omissions in enumerating, including those in 
unknown month, is as follows :

As shown in Exhibit 6, the average per cent, of deaths to the whole nnmber 
of deaths, of the native-born population, for ten years ending with 1880, was 
799.2 in 1,000. The per cent, of deaths among the native-born in 1881 was 
slightly greater.

"Id statiatical reEearchCB," Bays Qaetelct, "oar object is generally to dis- 
cover the causes which influence social facts." Dfone of these causes are of bo 
great importance as those that relate to the influence of deaths upon odt pop- 
nlation. It now remains for ns to consider the speciGed, or particular, causes 
of deaths classified nccoi'dtng to the plan nsnally adopted. The classes of 
causes which occasioned the greatest number of deaths in 18S1 may bo com- 
pared in Table XIV. with those of each preceding year from 1877 lo 1881 , incln- 
eive. The average number of deaths for the ten years, ending with 1880, from 
each of the ctuases of causes is also here shown. 

Exhibit 7 shows the number of deaths in each month of the year 18S1 from 
all causes and from each class of causes.

The per cent, of deaths from zymotic diseases was mnch greater in 1881 
than in any preceding year, being 3531, while the average for ten years was 
only 37.30.

The per cents of doatlis from con- 
stitutional and developmental diseases, sod from violent deaths, were less 
than the average for ten years.

The fifteen principal causes of death in 1881, according to the returns, are 
arranged in order in Table XVIIIv enabling us to study their numerical rela- 
tions. Exhibit T presents a similar classificatiou for each of the years 
1876-1881. 

Although diseases of the lungs caused a greater number of deaths than 
diaeasea pertaining to any other organ of the body in 1881, when we consider 
coBsamption alone it is for the first time, second in the list of the fifteen prin- 
cipal canses of deaths. Diphtheria, in 1881, heads the list. The fact of the 
▼ery great prevalence of diphtheria in 1881 explains the large excess of zymotic 
diteaaea of the year, as previously mentioned. In 1874, diphtheria numbered 
list in the list, and was not included in the list of the fifteen principal causes 
in 1875. In 1876 it was tenth in the order, being third in 1877, and second the

Because of special interest attached to the study of them, teu particular 
causes of deaths are tabulated with reference to sex, months in which the 
deaths occurred, and to periods of a^e. Table XIX. shows the numbers in rela- 
tion to these particulars; Table XX. the per cent. With the exception of 
cancer, measles, and whooping-cough, these diseases are especially studied in 
relation to meteorological conditions. 

Cancer,— ^The total number of deaths from cancer returned in 1881, was 
310. Of this number, 112 were males, and 198 were females. That greater 
mortality should be among females is due to sexual differences predisposing to 
this condition.

Measles. — The per ceufc. of deaths from measles in 1881 among females was 
considerably greater than among males. The month in which there was the 
greatest per cent, of deaths from this disease was May. when nearly one- 
fourth of the deaths from this cause occurred. Nearly 65 per cent, of these 
deatlis were among children under five years of age. 

Whooping-cough. — The greatest number of deaths from whooping-cough oc- 
curred in October, August and September being next in order. The propor- 
tion of males and females was about equal. No deaths occurred from this 
cause among persons over ten years of age, 96.48 per cent, of the deaths being 
among children under five years of age. 
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METEOROLOGICAL CONDITIONS, AND THEIR RELATIONS TO DEATHS. 

The stady of meteorology in counection with the study of Vital Statistics 
has long been considered of great importance. The Registrar General, of 
England, instituted the important consideration of the meteorological condi- 
tions of England, as observed at Greenwich Observatory, in relation to deaths 
in England, as early as 1846. 

For the State of Michigan, the observations made at Lansing were chosen 
to represent the meteorological characteristics of the State, and so far as the 
principal features are concerned, this has proved snfScient. Although the 
instomental records and calculations are not the same for each place, the 
monthly oscillations of the temperature, humidity, and of atmospheric press- 
ure at Lansing are uniform with those at other stations.

The annaal average temperature for 1881 was 2.20"" higher than the average 
for ten years, and higher than that of any year included in the average. With 
the exception of the years 1873 and 1875, the temperature for January, 1881, 
waa lower than in any of the other ten years and considerably lower than' the 
average. On the other hand the tcmperatuco of December was much higher 
tbftn the average for the month. The temperature for the months of May 
and September was very much higher than the average, and higher than for 
the flame month in any of the ten years included in the average.

Exhibit L ahows the order of iiiontlily moitnlity to be diflereiit than irith 
referoucs to croup aloiie, the greatest number of deaths occurring in October, 
November, December, and September.

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Diphtheria, — The great pi'fevalence of diphtheria in ISSlhas been previously 
spoken of. The nnmber of deaths per month wtis greater than the average in 
the months of Ootober, September November, and December. The number 
of deaths from diphtheria occurring in January, February and March, when 
the temperature was comparatively low, compared with the number of deaths 
occurring in October and September, when the temperature was so much above 
the average, does not altogether support a prevailing idea that the disease is a 
cold weather disease.

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Cerebrospinal Meningitis. — The number of deaths from this and allied 
canaee, returned in 1881, was 330, the greatest fatality being in the mooths of 
May and Aagust, and the least in January. Of the cause distinctly denomi- 
nated as cerebro-spinal meningitis, there were 41 deaths; of spinal moDingitiB, 
there wero 133 ; of spinal fever, 13G ; of meningitis, 21 ; and of spotted fever, 9.

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Diarrhea, — In 1881 there were 501 deaths from diarrhea returned as having 
occurred in Michigan. Not a single death from this cause was reported for 
the month of January, while 15? were recorded for the month of August. 
This is the largest number returned for this month in any year from 1873-1881 
Exhibits 16 and 21 and Table XXI. present many interesting facts in regard 
to this cause of death. 

Dysentery. — In 1881, there were 270 deaths returned from dysentery in this 
State. Table XXI. shows the geographical distribution in this State of deaths 
from diarrhea, dysentery, and typhoid fever.

OCCUPATIONS. 

The relation of deaths to occupations in Michigan cannot be traced with the 
most satisfactory degree of accuracy. The caiuso of this is the fact that itidi- 
yiduals in this country seldom continue at one occupation any considerable 
time. In Europe the subject is much better studied, generations often re- 
maining at a particular occupation. 

Table XXIX., however, shows some interesting facts. Among the clafses, 
cultivators of the earth are returned as having the greatest average duration 
of life.

The relation of deaths to occupatious in Michignn cannot be traced with the 
most satisfactory degree of accuracy. The cause of this is the fact that indi- 
viduals in this country seldom continue at one occupation any considerable 
time. In Europe the subject is much better studied, generations often re- 
maining at a particular occupation. 

Table XXIX., however, shows some interesting facts. Among the classes, 
cultivators of the earth are returned as having the greatest average duration 
of life.
